W. H. Park's 
drug store._ In 1873, he decided 
to embark in business for himself, 
and opened a drug store in "a one 
story frame 'building that stood 
on the site of the present Crandall 
drug store on cheapside. Later he 
built the present block, and still 
later'erected "the three story block 
that has just been torr* down by 
the First National Bank in Elyria 
to make way for their new struc- 
ture. 
Mr. Eady was responsible 


for calling Middle Ave.. from Broad 
to Third St, by the name of 
"Cheapside." 


He prospered through diligent 


effort, and retired a few years ago 
with a competence. 


Mr. Eady .is survived by his 


wife, whom he married February 
16, 1876. It was a hajppy marri- 
age, and the sympathy of the pub- 
lic is extended to Mrs- Eady in 
her bereavement.
